I.  Section  VII  -  Cluster  Development  (new) 

A.  Objective:  Cluster  Development  is  intended  to  enable  and  encourage  flexi- 
bility of  design  in  single-family  subdivisions  in  the  Town  of  Goshen.  By  allow- 
ing reduced  lot  sizes,  housing  areas  shall  be  developed  so  as  to  promote  the 
most  appropriate  use  of  land;  to  facilitate  ecnomical  and  efficient  provision  of 
public  services;  to  allow  land  use  patterns  which  preserve  trees,  outstanding 
natural  topography  and  geologic  features,  and  prevent  soil  erosion;  to  pre- 
serve the  natural  and  scenic  qualities  of  the  open  land  in  the  Town  for 
conservation  and  recreation;  all  in  accordance  with  the  objectives  of  the 
Master  Plan. 

B.  Issuance  of  Zoning  Permit:  The  Building  Inspector,  or  such  other  person 
as  designated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  may  issue  a  zoning  permit  for  a 
cluster  subdivision  after  the  Planning  Board  has  approved  the  final  plat 
under  the  Goshen  Subdivision  Regulations. 

C.  Area  and  Dimensions:  A  Cluster  Subdivision  shall  be  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing minimum  lots  and  listed  setbacks. 

Minimum  Front  Side  Rear 

Lots  Yard  Yard  Yard 

4  Lots  30'  30'*  30'* 

*5  feet  when  adjoining  Open  Space. 
These  areas  and  dimensions  shall  supercede  those  listed  in  Section  III. 

D.  Maximum  Denisity:  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  in  a  Cluster 
Subdivision  shall  not  exceed  that  permitted  within  the  Zoning  District  con- 
taining the  proposed  Cluster  Subdivision. 

II.  Renumber  sections  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

1.  Section  VII  (Enforcement)  becomes  Section  VIII. 

2.  Section  VIII  (Board  of  Adjustment)  becomes  Section  IX. 

3.  Section  IX  (Amendments)  becomes  Section  X. 

4.  Section  X  (Penalty)  becomes  Section  XI. 

5.  Section  XI  (Saving  clause,  Conflict  clause)  becomes  Section  XIII. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1988  your  Fire  Department  answered  38  calls  with  252  men  responding. 
Records  show  511  hours  of  fire  related  service  to  the  town  and  927  hours 
contributed  to  cleanup,  training  and  meetings. 

Your  firefighters  are  ALL  volunteers.  They  do  not  receive  compensation  for 
their  work  and  the  responders  leave  their  beds,  work*  or  supper  tables  to  serve 
their  community  when  called. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  10  different  agencies  answering  the  phone  for 
emergency  services  in  Sullivan  County.  This  tends  to  confuse  the  public  and 
compound  communications  problems  within  the  emergency  services.  It  is  very 
important  to  be  able  to  coordinate  help  between  fire,  police  and  ambulances.  I 
urge  you  all  to  vote  YES  for  a  county  sponsored  DISPATCH  CENTER.  This  will  be 
one  of  the  best  tools  you  can  give  your  emergency  services  to  help  you  with.  Just 
imagine,  one  number  to  call  (911?)  from  anywhere  in  Sullivan  County  and  the 
phone  will  be  answered  by  a  dispatcher  trained  to  get  the  information  he  or  she 
needs  from  the  caller  to  send  the  proper  assistance  for  any  emergency.  FIRE, 
POLICE,  AMUBLANCE,  HOSPITAL,  "all  from  one  desk". 

Some  of  our  costs  for  1988  will  not  show  in  our  report  because  we  waited  for 
the  end  of  the  year  sales  and  purchased  some  expensive  equipment  at  sale 
prices.  The  bills  are  in  and  we  are  already  committed  to  $7,777.78  in  1989. 

Our  annual  auction,  and  other  money  raising  activities  earned  $2,800.00  for 
our  equipment  fund.  Please  remember  we  pick  up  year  round  for  the  auction  so 
give  us  a  call  at  863-2055  or  863-3143  if  you  have  something  to  donate. 

Through  the  years  several  citizens  have  made  cash  donations,  sometimes  in 
memory  of  loved  ones.  This  money  is  used  to  purchase  training  aids  and  special 
equipment  unless  otherwise  specified  by  the  donor. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers  and  firefighters  of  the  department  for  their 
many  hours  of  work  and  participation,  a  special  thanks  to  the  wives  and  families 
for  their  patience  and  understanding,  and  to  the  dispatchers,  auction  crew, 
town  officials  and  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  for  the  help  and  cooperation 
given  to  make  the  Goshen  Volunteer  Fire  Department  a  very  effective  service  to 
the  community.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than  normal. 
The  three  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled  without 
written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however, 
your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may 
be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquar- 
ters at  (603)  271-2217,  or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RSA 
224:54)  goes  into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  if,  in  the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  uses  a  false 
weight  or  measure  for  falsely  determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a  forest 
product.  For  more  information,  contact  one  of  the  persons  mentioned  above.

The  Trustees  of  the  Olive  G.  Pettis  Library  conducted  a  meeting  each  quarter 
of  the  year,  to  transact  business  of  the  library,  with  Viola  Wright,  Chairman 
presiding. 

Phyllis  Baker  was  appointed  Treasurer  on  the  resignation  of  Evelyn  Neuwirt. 
In  April,  Patricia  Stephan  was  welcomed  as  a  new  Trustee. 

The  Trustees  attended  the  library  on  several  instances  to  allow  the  Librarian 
to  attend  to  other  matters. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  held  their  Annual  Book  Fair  on  June  2, 1988  and  the 
Trustees  provided  sandwiches  for  this  event. 

The  library  was  freshly  roofed  in  the  fall,  as  one  of  the  town  buildings  repair 
program.

In  addition  to  in-home  visits,  LSHHC  enhanced  our  support  for  family  care  at 
home  through  the  development  of  respite  care  and  private  duty  RN  services. 
Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  Training,  Red  Cross  Training  and  CPR  were 
offered  to  staff  through  the  support  of  town  funds  and  business  contributions. 
The  Parent  Child  Program  continued  operating  in  New  London  and  began  in 
Newport  using  monies  from  the  church  communities.

1988  REPORT 

Newport  Ambulance  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Goshen  for  their  support 
in  1988.  We  also  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Goshen  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  for  their  valuable  assistance  whenever  it  was  needed,  on  20  calls 
for  service. 

1988  was  a  year  for  rebuilding  our  attendant  roster,  for  improving  the  skills  of 
our  members  and  for  implementing  the  newly  created  full  time  Director's 
position. 

Our  department  now  has,  in  addition  to  the  Director,  a  staff  of  12  dedicated 
and  well  trained  attendants  on  call.  These  individuals  provide  efficient  service 
and  skilled  emergency  medical  care  to  our  community.  In  addition,  they  attend 
voluntary  training  seminars  on  their  own  time,  maintain  primary  incomes  out- 
side the  department,  and  manage  to  find  a  few  hours  now  and  then  for  their 
personal  lives.  At  present,  all  attendants  are  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  or 
are  preparing  for  advancement  to  that  level.  Several  members  of  the  department 
are  maintaining  advanced  life  support  skills  which  can  save  valuable  minutes  in 
the  treatment  of  serious  medical  emergencies. 

A  1986  Ford  Ambulance,  voted  last  year,  was  put  into  service  shortly  after 
Town  meeting.  The  vehicle  was  a  sales  demonstrator  and  was  never  in  service 
prior  to  purchase  by  this  department.  It  has  proved  to  be  a  good  investment 
financially,  has  performed  reliably  and  has  suited  the  needs  of  the  service  well. 

We  feel  confident  that  our  efforts  of  1988  will  help  us  to  provide  faster,  more 
efficient  and  technically  superior  care  to  the  community  in  the  upcoming  year. 

The  members  of  Newport  Ambulance  remind  you  that  CPR  saves  lives.  Work- 
ing together,  we  can  make  a  difference.

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UPPER  VALLEY  —  LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary 
association  of  towns  and  cities.  It  consists  of  31  communities  in  2  states  and  5 
counties. 

The  Council  operates  through  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff. 
Each  town  or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation  and 
sends  two  or  three  representatives  to  participate  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  The 
Board  elects  officers,  adopts  an  annual  work  program  and  budget,  and  develops 
policies  and  positions  on  issues  that  are  important  to  our  communities. 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that  brings 
towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  associating  and  pooling 
resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained  profession  1  staff  available  to 
them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning, 
transportation  planning,  solid  waste  planning,  master  planning,  environmental 
planning,  capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation,  economic  and  community 
development,  housing,  downtown  revitalization,  fiscal  and  environmental  impact 
analysis,  and  site  plan  review.  Communities  may  also  obtain  the  services  of 
professional  planner  on  a  regular  basis  through  a  "circuit  rider"  program.  The 
Council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  in  dealings  with  state  and  federal 
governments,  protecting  and  furthering  the  interests  of  our  communities. 

Your  support  enables  the  Council  to  undertake  comprehensive  regional 
planning  and  to  carry  out  various  projects  and  programs  of  regional  benefit. 
Over  the  past  year,  the  Council: 

•  Finalized  and  adopted  an  updated  Regional  Plan. 

•  Maintained  a  regional  data  base,  and  answered  numerous  requests  for 
information. 

•  Continued  full-time  efforts  to  coordinate  solid  waste  issues  in  the  region. 

•  Continued  efforts  to  coordinate  recycling  programs  among  a  number  of 
towns. 

•  Continued  to  sponsor  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  program. 

•  Concluded  a  pilot  study  utilizing  computerized  mapping  on  a  geographic 
information  system  (GIS),  developing  an  overlay  system  for  site  analysis. 

•  Participated  in  configuring  and  acquiring  computerized  mapping  systems 
for  use  thrughout  New  Hampshire. 

•  Continued  historic  preservation  efforts  in  several  towns. 

•  Completed  a  number  of  Water  Quality  Management  Plans  for  inclusion  in 
town  Master  Plans  under  NH  Chapter  167. 

•  Participated  in  ongoing  discussions  and  forums  regarding  implementation 
of  Act  200,  the  new  comprehensive  planning  legislation,  in  Vermont. 

•  Participated  in  the  Vermont  Act  250  environmental  review  process. 

•  Continued  to  provide  support  for  an  economic  development  agent  in 
Sullivan  County,  to  help  retain  and  expand  employment  opportunities  in 
the  area. 

•  Distributed  summaries  of  new  and  amended  legislation. 

•  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  NH  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series. 

•  Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  VT  planning  training  series. 

•  Completed  the  Upper  Valley  Transportation  Study.  This  involved 
coordinating  local  municipalities,  state  agencies,  and  private  consultants. 
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•  Used  the  computer  model  developed  during  the  Upper  Valley 
Transportation  Study  to  assess  the  traffic  impacts  of  several  large 
proposed  development  projects. 

•  Provided  technical  assistance  to  Advance  Transit  and  County  Coach. 

•  Helped  several  communities  and  Sullivan  County  administer  state  and 
federal  grant  funds  for  Community  Development  Biock  Grants.  These 
grants  are  bringing  over  $1.1  million  into  the  region.  Only  3  of  the  9 
regional  planning  agencies  in  New  Hampshire  provide  this  service. 

•  Worked  closely  with  the  Upper  Valley  Community  Land  Trust,  Society  for 
the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire 
Lands,  and  the  Connecticut  River  Watershed  Council  to  protect  open 
space  and  conserve  important  parcels  of  land. 

•  Helped  to  establish,  administer,  and  support  the  Connecticut  River  Valley 
Resource  Commission.  This  new  commission  allows  New  Hampshire  towns 
in  the  Connecticut  River  Valley  to  join  together  in  addressing  issues  such 
as  growth,  development,  and  preservation  of  the  natural  environment. 

•  Met  repeatedly  with  state  officials  and  agency  representatives  to  influence 
policy  and  help  keep  the  region  an  active  participant  in  many 

ongoing  programs. 

•  Provided  consultation  and  help  to  over  two-thirds  of  the  local 
communities. 

The  Council  also  provides  specific  services  to  communities  on  a  contract  basis. 
As  requested  by  the  communities,  the  Council  conducted  impact  studies 
regarding  proposed  development,  amendments/updates  to  local  ordinances 
and  regulations,  new  ordinances,  capital  improvements  programs,  and  general 
mapping,  drafting,  and  other  technical  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  The  Citizens  of  Goshen-Lempster: 

CONGRATULATIONS!  The  children  in  Goshen  and  Lempster  will  benefit  for 
many,  many  years  by  the  new  school  construction  which  you  approved  in 
December  at  the  recessed  special  school  district  meeting. 

The  Building  Commitee  and  especially  the  Chairperson,  Judy  Filkins,  along 
with  the  School  Board  deserve  much  credit  for  the  extra  time  and  effort  which 
they  placed  into  the  building  project  to  gain  voter  approval.  John  Fabrycky, 
School  Board  Chairman,  deserves  special  credit  for  his  continued  strong  leader- 
ship in  the  building  project.  I  know  that  the  current  Building  Committee  and  the 
School  Board  will  work  hard  to  get  the  best  possible  building  for  the  best  possible 
costs. 

Hopefully,  with  this  new  building,  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  will  be  able  to 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  New  Hampshire  Minimum  Elementary  Standards 
by  the  required  date  of  1991. 

There  is  a  relatively  large  increase  in  the  proposed  budget  for  1989-90.  The 
major  increases  are  due  to  the  following: 

1.  Repayment  of  the  1989  10-year  Bond  Issue  -  Principal  and  Interest 
-$259,500 

We  will  be  receiving  $60,000  in  state  building  funds  to  somewhat  offset  this 
large  amount. 

2.  High  School  tuition  -  $1 18,000. 

This  amount  is  due  to  an  increase  in  tuition  rates  and  additional  high 
school  students  who  have  moved  into  the  district.  We  currently  have  a 
$25,280  deficit  in  this  year's  budget  (1988-89)  in  high  school  tuition. 

3.  One  additional  teacher  -  approximately  $26,000. 

This  figure  includes  salary  and  all  fringe  benefits.  This  position  would  have 

been  necessary  regardless  of  any  building  program  due  to  the  increase  in 

student  enrollment. 

This  year  the  annual  school  district  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Lempster  Town 
Hall  on  Saturday,  March  11,  starting  at  7:00  p.m.  Next  year  in  1990,  we  can  all 
look  forward  to  attending  the  school  district  meeting  in  the  new  facility. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  serve  as  your  superintendent  of  schools.

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PRINCIPALS  REPORT 

1988 

The  continued  growth  of  the  Goshen-Lempster  community  created  pressures 
on  the  school  that  resulted  in  several  changes  this  past  year.  Staffing  modifica- 
tions included  a  new  position  of  full  time  building-administrator;  a  new  first 
grade  position  (Mrs.  Kimbel  Williams);  a  full  time  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
math/ science  position  (Mr.  John  Anthony);  and  a  half  time  administrative 
secretarial  position  (Mrs.  Annette  Howard).  Two  classroom  aides  were  acquired 
for  the  new  school  year  (Mrs.  Shelli  Smith  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Abraham),  and  an 
additional  staff  member  was  hired  for  the  kitchen  (Mrs.  Nancy  Shepard).  Build- 
ing modifications  in  September  included  an  additional  first  grade  classroom  and 
a  temporary  sixth  grade  classroom  outside  of  the  main  building.  The  temporary 
room  was  a  result  of  the  volunteer  efforts  of  many  citizens  who  donated  their 
weekend  time  last  July.  These  people,  under  the  direction  of  Doug  O'Clair, 
provided  a  quality  structure  that  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  sixth  grade 
students  and  their  teacher. 

Students  and  staff  members  were  involved  in  many  extracurricular  activities 
throughout  the  past  year.  Some  of  those  activities  were: 

January  Eighth  Grade  students  traveled  to  Stevens  High  School  to  listen 

to  Presidential  Candidate  Paul  Simon. 

Ms.  Thackaberry  organized  several  P.E.  field  trips  which  were 
partially  financed  by  the  P.T.C.: 
Grades  3  &  4  -  Bowling  (Newport) 

Grades  7  &  8  -  Cross-country  skiing  (Norske  Touring  Center) 
Grades  5  &  6  -  Roller  skating  (Enfield) 
February  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grade  students  traveled  to  Stevens  High 

School  to  listen  to  Presidential  Candidate  Jesse  Jackson. 
Ms.  Thackaberry  conducted  a  swimming  field  trip  for  Grades 
One  and  Two  to  an  indoor  pool  in  Lebanon. 
March  The  Goshen-Lempster  teaching  staff  all  participated  in  the 

workshop  "Humanizing  The  Classroom"  held  at  the  school. 
April  Grades  one  and  two  traveled  to  the  J.F.K.  Colosseum  in  Man- 

chester to  see  the  Shriner's  Circus. 
May  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grade  students  traveled  to  Washington, 

D.C.  for  four  days  of  sightseeing.  They  raised  over  $4,000  for  the 
trip  through  bake  sales,  business  donations  and  other  fund 
raising  activities." 

Bob  Longacre  visited  grades  four  and  five  to  take  them  on  a 
trip  "Around  the  World  In  Two  Hours".  The  presentation  was 
sponsored  by  the  P.T.C 
June  Bob  Longacre  returned  to  do  a  program  on  Australia  for 

grades  three  and  four. 

Eighth  Grade  graduation  exercises  were  held  at  the  Lempster 
Town  Hall  on  June  21.  Tammy  Goyette  was  the  class  Valedicto- 
rian; Danielle  Feleccia  was  the  class  Salutatorian;  and  Jennifer 
Chadwick  received  Third  Honors.  School  Board  member  Ellen 
Stetson  issued  diplomas,  and  the  Reverend  Lilian  Warner  led 
the  Invocation  and  the  Benediction.  The  P.T.C.  provided  the 
graduation  cake,  supplied  the  flowers,  and  coordinated  the 
graduation  reception  which  was  held  at  the  Lempster 
Grange  Hall. 
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September      The  faculty  began  the  two  year  process  of  re-evaluating  the 
Language  Arts  curriculum.  This  effort  marks  a  return  to  the 
beginning  of  the  eight  year  curriculum  evaluation  cycle  wher- 
eby two  years  is  designated  for  each  of  the  disciplines  (Lan- 
guage Arts,  Mathematics,  Social  Studies  and  Science).  Science 
was  completed  last  Spring. 
October  The  Lempster  Fire  Department  conducted  a  fire  safety  pro- 

gram for  Grades  K  thorugh  8.  The  students  were  introduced  to 
various  types  of  fire  fighting  apparatus  and  their  uses.  Lemps- 
ter Fire  Chief  Tirrell  and  his  deparment,  who  organized  the 
excellent  program,  provided  junior  fire  fighting  hats  for 
the  youngsters. 
November        Open  House  was  held  on  the  evening  of  the  seventeenth.  Par- 
ents visited  with  teachers  and  perused  various  activities  that 
the  students  were  involved  with.  The  Eighth  Grade  Class  pro- 
vided refreshments,  and  the  P.T.C.  held  its  annual  Thanksgiving 
Basket  Drawing  (proceeds  of  which  have  been  used  to  fund 
trips  and  activities  for  the  students). 
December        Mrs.  Wells'  Sixth  Grade  Calss  executed  an  excellent  perfor- 
mance of  Charles  Dickens'  A  Christmas  Carol  for  parents  and 
friends  at  the  Lempster  Town  Hall. 
Grades  four,  six  and  eight  took  the  California  Achievement  Test  during  the 
week  of  September  21st.  The  scores  received  are  in  terms  of  national  percentiles 
(the  percentage  of  students  in  the  nation  that  scored  below  our  group).  In 
comparing  the  results  of  the  test,  it  is  important  to  consider  the  average  cogni- 
tive level  of  the  group  being  tested.  A  Cognitive  Skills  Exam  is  included  in  the 
battery  of  tests.  The  result  allows  for  a  prediction  of  a  national  percentile  score 
for  each  individual  and  each  class.  The  prediction,  referred  to  as  the  anticipated 
score,  is  provided  by  the  McGraw  Hill  Company  through  a  correlation  of  national 
norms.  Thus  one  may  compare  the  national  percentile  achieved  with  a  predicted 
potential.  An  achievement  lower  than  the  prediction  may  imply  difficulties 
within  the  curriculum;  conversely,  achievements  higher  than  the  prediction  may 
imply  strengths.  When  comparing  results,  differences  between  the  Actual  Per- 
centiles (abbreviated  Act.)  and  the  Anticipated  Percentiles  (abbreviated  Ant.) 
may  be  considered  as  being  either  positive  or  negative.  A  negative  difference 
corresponds  with  the  number  of  national  percentile  points  that  the  actual 
achievement  fell  below  the  anticipated  achievement.  There  were  no  negative 
differences  for  the  1988  testing.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  results:

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Ninteen  Eighty-Eight  turned  out  to  be  a  very  important  year  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Goshen-Lempster  Cooperative  School.  The  School  Needs/Building 
Committee  began  the  year  with  a  school  needs  assessment  by  devising  a  ques- 
tionnaire for  residents  of  the  towns.  Under  the  competent  direction  of  chairper- 
son Judy  Filkins,  the  committee  collected  data  from  the  citizens  and  the 
teachers.  A  subcommittee  of  citizens  and  school  staff  members  formed  to 
develop  a  statement  of  philosophy  that  would  carry  fhe  school  into  this  new  era. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Building  Committee  began  the  lengthy  process  of  inter- 
viewing architects.  Once  an  architect  was  chosen,  the  schematic  phase  of  the 
design  began.  Th  subcommittee  continued  its  work  by  developing  educational 
specifications  that  would  guide  the  design  of  the  proposed  addition.  Throughout 
the  summer  and  well  into  September,  the  Committee  and  the  School  Board 
labored  over  design  plans  and  cost  factors.  With  formal  and  informal  hearings 
and  a  defeated  bond  issue  in  October,  the  Committee  spent  the  month  of 
November  meeting  with  concerned  citizens  to  examine  the  merits  of  the  building 
plan.  Coming  out  of  a  recessed  Special  School  District  meeting  in  December,  the 
School  Board  again  presented  the  1.8  million  dollar  building  plan;  it  was 
amended  to  a  1 .5  million  dollar  bond  issue  which  was  supported  by  the  required 
two-thirds  vote. 

The  citizens  who  participated  in  the  building  plan  process  gave  an  incredible 
amount  of  time  and  energy  to  the  project.  Their  dedication  and  accomplishment 
will  pave  the  way  to  the  actual  building  achievement  in  Ninteen  Eighty-Nine,  and 
their  efforts  will  be  appreciated  by  students  and  parents  for  many  years  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DIRECTOR  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

Special  Education  services  are  available  to  every  student  in  the  Goshen- 
Lempster  Cooperative  School  District.  The  Goshen  Lempster  School  has  a  pupil 
placement  team  consisting  of  the  child's  classroom  teacher,  school  psychologist, 
speech/language  pathologist  and  if  necessary,  the  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel 
Services.  When  a  chid  is  in  need  of  special  education  services,  the  team  together 
with  the  parents,  plan  and  develop  an  individualized  educational  program 
designed  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the  student. 

Approximately  10-12"..  of  our  student  population  has  been  identified  as 
educationally  handicapped.  Language  and  learning  disabilities  account  for  the 
vast  majority  of  handicaps.  Our  special  education  and  regular  education  staff 
work  together  to  ensure  that  students  with  learning  disabilities  succeed  in  the 
regular  classroom. 

Over  the  past  five  years  we  have  developed  a  continuum  of  special  education 
services  from  pre-school  through  high  school.  Today  only  a  few  handicapped 
students  are  placed  in  residential  settings  or  private  and/  or  other  public  school 
special  education  programs.  The  challenge  for  the  future  will  be  to  improve  the 
quality  of  instruction  while  maintaining  the  present  level  of  services.  Emphasis 
will  be  placed  on  integrating  special  and  regular  education  and  on  increasing 
inservice  opportunities  for  teachers  and  parents. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  our  teachers,  parents,  and  School  Board  members 
for  their  continued  support  of  our  exceptional  children.  I  encourage  you  to  visit 
your  local  school's  special  education  programs  as  well  as  our  regional  School 
Administrative  Unit  programs  located  in  Bradford  (Pre-school),  Newport 
(mentally  retarded),  and  Sunapee  (emotionally  disturbed).  Please  drop  in  and 
see  first-hand  the  excellent  work  our  teachers  are  doing  educating  your  special 
children.  And  finally,  as  parents  of  our  special  needs  children,  I  ask  you  to 
become  active  participants  in  the  special  education  process.
